In  particular  we  should  mention  that  the  strong  Robin  Hood,  credible  Maid 
Marion,  the  comic  Friar  Tuck  and  enthusiastic  Will  Scarlet  kept  the  action 
going  and  kept  us  guessing  how  Prince  John  and  Guy  of  Gisboume  would  be 
foiled. 

The  scenery  provided  an  ideal  setting  that  is  always  up  to  professional 
standards  in  Mrs.  Viau's  productions  and  the  costumes  added  to  the  atmos- 
phere. The  technical  department  met  all  the  requirements  of  the  production  and 
ensured  a  smooth  presentation.  All  the  supporting  actors  fitted  in  well  and  we 
commend  the  entire  cast  for  some  first  class  entertainment.

Acting  at  Selwyn 

In  the  last  two  years  I  have  been  involved  in  the  Elementary  School's  pro- 
ductions of  the  plays  Oliver  Twist  and  Robin  Hood.  These  where  performed  at 
the  beginning  of  December  after  about  a  month  of  preparation. 

When  I  think  about  acting  at  Selwyn  many  things  come  to  mind.  My  advice 
is  not  to  even  involve  yourself  unless  you  are  willing  to  make  a  real  commitment  (of  your 
time  and  your  energy).  Be  prepared  to  attend  the  ever-so-popular  early  morning  rehearsals 
(7:20  a.m.)  and  Sunday  afternoon  dress  rehearsals. When  you  agree  to  act  a  part  there  is  no 
room  for  shyness  or  worry.  Just  let  yourself  go  and  hurl  yourself  into  the  action. 
Understand  who  you  are  playing  and  do  the  best  with  your  character.  Mrs.  Viau  who 
enthusiastically  and  patiently  coached  us  to  perfection  (or  as  close  to  it  as  possible)  and 
who  wrote  the  scripts,  decided  who  performed  each  role-from  lead  to  extras.  Any  boy  in 
the  elementary  school  is  eligible  as  long  as  he  has  a  desire  to  act. 

The  first  of  several  rehearsals  can  be  discouraging  with  kids  confused  and  forgetting 
their  lines,  and  everyone  has  to  have  a  lot  of  tolerance.  In  fact  it  seems  like  total  chaos  the 
whole  way  through.  That's  why  it  seems  so  amazing  when  suddenly  the  play  comes 
together  and  all  the  parts  fall  into  place-this  is  most  likely  not  until  the  opening  night. 

The  best  you  can  do  is  be  yourself  with  your  role,  have  the  right  attitude,  energy  and 
confidence  and  look  the  part.  When  you  first  go  on  stage  (before  an  audience)  you  have 
butterflies  in  your  stomach,  however,  as  soon  as  you  deliver  your  first  line  the  tension  is 
pretty  much  gone.  Then  you  start  to  really  flourish  in  the  limelight!  You'd  be  surprised 
how  major  an  influence  the  audience  is.  It  can  make  or  break  your  play.  When  they 
respond  positively  the  actors  respond  in  turn. 

To  say  all  the  work  in  preparation  and  the  team  effort  is  worth  it  is  a  huge  understate- 
ment. For  me,  there  is  no  thrill  that  can  quite  match  life  on  stage.

Kindergarten,  5  and  6  Immersion 

Strengthening  the  Foundation 

Our  efforts  at  Selwyn  House  are  continually  to  look  for  ways  of  enriching  the  experiences  of  our  students. 

We  call  the  Grade  1  to  6  period  the  Foundation  Years.  We  feel  that  the  addition  of  a  predominantly  French  all-day  boys' 
Kindergarten  will  provide  a  natural  entry  point  and  will  help  us  prepare  students  well  for  the  Elementary  programme. 

In  Grades  1  to  4,  about  25-30%  of  a  student's  time  in  class  is  in  French.  This  allows  us  during  those  years  to  ensure  all  students 
reach  a  level  of  competence  in  French  that  will  have  them  confident  and  ready  to  do  two  consecutive  years  of  French  Immersion. 
Research  in  immersion  is  clear  that  two  consecutive  years  make  for  a  significantly  more  effective  language  acquisition  than  one 
year.  In  Grades  5  and  6,  about  65%  of  their  time  in  class  will  be  in  French. 

This  model  is  one  we  believe  best  suited  for  the  Selwyn  House  student.  While  we  want  to  provide  a  very  strong  French  pro- 
gramme, we  recognize  the  great  importance  of  English  language  instruction  in  these  Foundation  Years.  We  feel  that  this  new  bal- 
ance in  our  course  of  study,  now  starting  at  Kindergarten,  will  complement  our  already  successful  Grade  6  Immersion  programme 
and  will  only  enhance  the  overall  experience  of  our  students.

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The  Japanese  Education  System 

A  Rare  Opportunity 

Last  November,  as  a  guest  of  the  Mitsui  Canada  Foundation,  I  toured  Japan  for  two  weeks  with  five  other  Canadian  educators.  There 
we  visited  schools,  saw  the  sights,  and  experienced  first-hand  some  Japanese  culinary  treats.  The  main  point  of  the  trip,  of  course,  was  to 
see  schools  and  learn  about  their  much  vaunted  system  of  education. 

In  the  next  issue  of  Veritas  I've  written  a  more  detailed  review  of  this  central  aspect  of  the  trip.  My  purpose  here  is  to  outline  in  point 
form  a  number  of  statistics,  observations,  and  facts  about  Japanese  schooling  that  might  be  of  interest  to  a  Selwyn  parent. 
•The  average  class  size  of  a  Grade  1  class  is  35  students. 

•Average  class  sizes  in  secondary  schools  typically  range  between  40  and  50  students. 
•A  teacher  with  several  years"  experience  earns  close  to  $100  000  CDN/year. 

•Home  economics  is  a  compulsory  subject  for  gids  in  secondary  schools;  boys  take  additional  physical  education  classes. 
•English  is  the  only  second  language  taught  in  .schools,  with  the  focus  on  reading  and  writing,  but  not  on  speaking.  I  met  senior  high 
.school  English  teachers  who  could  not  carry  on  a  fluent  conversation  in  English;  however,  learning  conversational  English  is  a  priori- 
ty for  many  working  Japanese. 
•Teachers  in  elementary  schools  teach  an  average  of  20  hours  per  week;  secondary  teachers  average  16  hours  (classroom  time/supervi- 
sion and  preparation  not  included). 
•All  elementary  teachers  must  have  music  training. 

•The  same  curriculum  exists  for  all  students  in  all  parts  of  Japan,  and  is  determined  by  the  national  Ministry  of  Education. 
•Public  schools  charge  tuition  for  Grades  7-12  (about  $2  000  CDN/year) 
•Private  school  tuition  is  comparable  to  that  in  Canada. 
•Cram  school  (juku)  is  attended  by  the  majority  of  secondary  students. 
•School  is  held  on  Saturday  mornings. 

•Sports  teams  exist  only  as  clubs,  and  compete  for  student  interest  with  a  variety  of  other  activities. 
•Over  80%  of  Japanese  students  go  on  to  academic  or  vocational  colleges  and  universities  after  Grade  12. 
•Exams  set  by  the  Ministry  of  Education  determine  which  university  a  student  may  qualify  for  and  apply  to;  a  qualifying  student  must 

then  write  a  second  set  of  entrance  exams. 
•The  University  of  Tokyo  is  considered  the  top  university  in  Japan. 
•Medical  school  is  the  toughest  programme  in  which  to  gain  admission. 

The  trip  was  a  fascinating  glimpse  of  Japan,  and  a  rare  opportunity  for  a  Canadian  teacher.  As  a  tourist  I  could  never  have  had  access 
to  the  places  we  visited,  much  less  afforded  such  a  tour.  I  am  thankful  to  the  Mitsui  Canada  Foundation  for  its  generous  financial  and 
logistical  support,  to  Will  Mitchell  for  allowing  me  the  chance  to  go  on  this  trip,  and  to  my  other  colleagues  who  tolerated  my  absence 
with  good  humour  and  quite  probably  relief.  I  will  shortly  receive  a  set  of  slides  taken  by  another  fellow,  and  thereafter  will  make  avail- 
able to  faculty  and  students  a  chance  to  share  visually  in  my  trip.

Heightened  Awareness 

Helaine  Tecks  left  the  school's  teaching  staff  just  over  two  years  ago,  but 
it  will  come  as  no  surprise  to  her  many  friends  in  the  Selwyn  community  that 
she  is  extremely  busy  and  involved  in  other  areas.  Apart  from  looking  after 
her  two  boys,  Morgan,  and  Austin,  she  has  been  very  active  in  the  Quebec 
Society  for  Handicapped  Children.  In  particular,  she  is  very  involved  in  fund- 
raising  for  their  daycare  centre  which  is  located  across  from  the  Montreal 
Children's"  Hospital.  This  is  the  city's  only  daycare  that  mixes  children  with 
and  without  handicaps. 

Another  element  of  her  involvement  is  to  become  the  first  person  to  devel- 
op programmes  in  English  that  raise  awareness  among  school-aged  children 
about  handicapped  people  and  their  challenges.  In  November  and  December 
she  visited  all  of  our  elementary  classes  to  speak  about  this  issue.  She  dis- 
cussed with  our  students  their  understanding  of  what  a  handicap  is,  read  them 
an  affecting  story  about  handicapped  children,  and  shared  a  video  about  a 
camp  that  caters  to  children  with  special  needs. 

The  children  responded  enthusiastically  to  Helaine's  presentation,  and  no 
doubt  will  carry  with  them  at  least  a  little  of  the  heightened  awareness  that 
Helaine  hopes  to  encourage.  We  thank  her  for  her  work  with  us,  and  wish  her 
continued  good  luck  as  she  develops  this  programme  for  a  wider  audience.

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Grades  10  and  11  See  Pop  Art   For  Themselves 

Pop  Art  embodies  the  spirit  of  the  1960s  in  its  loud  depiction  of  the  emergence  of  materialist  values.  It  was  a  celebration  of  the 
banal,  in  orgiastic  colour,  unrefined  and  big.  It  personified  the  age  of  JFK.  Marilyn  Monroe,  Vietnam,  Woodstock,  the  miniskirt. ..the 
cliche  of  America  and  the  extroverted  lifestyle. 

The  Montreal  Museum  of  Fine  Art  recently  put  together  a  well-rounded  exhibition  of  300  works  created  during  the  1950s  and  1960s 
by  prominent  North  American  and  European  artists.  The  works  were  selected  by  art  historian  Marco  Livingstone,  guest  curator  of  the 
Pop  Art  exhibition  held  at  London's  Royal  Academy  of  Arts.  The  works,  created  in  every  imaginable  media,  were  displayed  in  such  a 
way  that  the  evolution  of  the  Pop  Art  movement  was  shown  in  its  multi-faceted  constitution  from  beginning  to  end. 

Some  of  the  more  notable  works  included  British  artist  Richard  Hamjlton's  collage  Just  What  Is  It  That  Makes  Today's  Homes  So 
Dijferent.  So  Appealing?  (1956),  considered  by  many  to  be  one  of  the  first  works  to  show  vestiges  of  pop  culture.  It  covered  all  the 
themes  that  predominated  in  the  Pop  movement — advertising,  mass  media,  sexuality  and  new  home  technology.  Significantly,  one  of 
the  figures  in  the  collage  holds  a  lollipop  with  the  word  POP  boldly  written  on  the  side.  It  was  the  ushering  in  of  a  completely  different 
era  in  the  art  world. 

In  tandem  with  The  Independent  Group  in  Britain,  New  Yorkers  Jasper  Johns  and  Robert  Rauschenberg  used  the  idea  that  art  could 
draw  inspiration  from  inanimate  commercial  objects.  On  exhibition  were  Johns' Flag  (1954)  and  one  of  his  many  Target  paintings, 
whose  colours  and  representations  of  the  ordinary  foreshadowed  something  bigger.  Interestingly,  both  artists  classified  themselves  as 
Neo-Dadaists  and  refused  to  be  categorized  as  pop  artists. 

There  was  a  return  to  the  British  artists  again;  notably,  David  Hockney.  Unlike  the  American  pieces,  these  works  were  not  entirely 
focused  on  commercialism  and  dealt  more  with  life  in  general.  Present  in  both  was  bold  colour. 

The  classic  period  of  pop,  America  in  the  1960s,  was  well  represented  at  the  exhibition  with  some  wonderful  silk-screens  of  Andy 
Warhol,  including  a  Marilyn  set  and  a  life-size  Double  Elvis.  Roy  Lichtenstein's  comic-art  paintings,  a  Tom  Wesselman  nude  and  one 
of  Claes  Oldenburg's  strange  pillow  sculptures  could  all  be  found.  Having  such  a  broad  overview  made  for  a  more  simple  understand- 
ing of  Pop  Art  by  the  viewer.  It  would  seem  to  many  that  Pop  Art  is  a  satirical  look  at  America — but  nowhere  is  any  aspect  of  America 
truly  vilified.  The  works  are,  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  uncritical. 

The  exhibition  went  on  to  show  the  Califomian  pop  influence,  then  returned  once  more  to  Europe.  Finally,  there  was  an  overview  of 
recent  developments,  including  more  Warhol  works  like  the  gigantic  Mao  (1973)  which  portrays  the  enormity  of  communism  and 
China,  and,  ironically.  Dollar  Signs  (1981),  which  is  a  tribute  to  American  capitalism. 

The  exhibition  provided  an  excellent  artistic  history  of  Pop  Art  and  succeeded  in  leaving  the  viewer  with  an  understanding  of  the 
movement.

More  than  a  biography,  it  is  also  a  lay  level 
discussion  of  Hawking's  theories  and  a  fascinating  descrip- 
tion of  how  Hawking,  a  victim  of  Lou  Gehrig 's  disease, 
prepares  his  lectures  using  a  computer  program  called 
Equalizer  triggered  by  the  tiny  movements  of  eye,  head  or 
hand  switch  still  possible  for  him. 

Recently  read  during  the  elementary  story  time  was 
David  Wiesner's  new  book  June  29,  1999:  a  truly  bizarre 
story  of  a  3rd  grade  science  project  gone 
awry  when  seedlings  are  sent  aloft  into  the 
ionosphere  to  experience  hyper  growth.  The 


illustrations  are  Wiesner  at  his  imaginative  best  (even  better 
than  his  Caldecott  Medal  winner,  Tuesday.) 

A  shockingly  informative  story  of  an  eleven  year  old 
boy  living  homeless  in  New  York  City  is  the  Paula  Fox 
novel  Monkey  Island  read  to  Middle  School  Boys  in  the 
SHS  Library  pillow  lounge.  We  are  all  seriously  reminded 
of  the  good  fortune  of  our  comfortable  lives  at  each  story 
session.
